w aiian subject was given by Mr. Hale 
(rep., Me.), w ho introduced an am end­ 
m ent to th e diplom atic and consular 
bill providing $500,000 for the survey 
of a cable route connecting the H a­ 
w aiian islands w ith the United States. 
Mr. Sm ith (dem., N. J.) then had 
read a bill w hich attracted much a t­ 
tention. 
It provides for a non-parti­ 
san 
currency commission of twelve 
m em bers to make investigations of 
fiscal questions and for an issue of 
bonds to produce revenues for the 
governm ent. 
Mr. Sm ith said he was 
convinced th a t so little tim e rem ained 
for legislation th a t no bill would be 
passed th e present session. 
Under the 
circum stances he proposed this plan, 
w hich would set on foot a full investi­ 
gation w ith a view to securing the 
proper remedy. • It w as desirable, he 
said, to have a non-partisan commis­ 
sion in order th a t its work m ight com 
m end itself to the new congress. 
Mr. Jones (dem.. Ark.) added to the 
in terest on the currency question by 
presenting a bill w hich has been dis­ 
cussed in the finance committee. 
Its 
reading was followed w ith close a tte n ­ 
tion owing to the prominence of the 
senator in shaping most of the finance 
com m ittee work. 
Mr. Jones said: “ I am not a believer 
in bonds, but I am w illing to subm it 
to them as a m atter of necessity as 
long as there is coupled w ith it a 
sensible, m anly, honest recognition of 
silver. 
If the feeling throughout the 
country is properly recognized then J 
w ill agree to the issue of bonds and I 
w ill agree to it under no other con­ 
ditions.” 
Mr. Stew art then took the floor to 
argue against the Jones bill. 
The N icaragua canal bill was then 
taken up and Mr. Turpie resumed his 
speech against the measure. 
Ile be­ 
came extrem ely personal a t one point 
and arraigned Mr. M organ, who is in 
charge of the bill. 
Mr. Turpie pro 
ceeded to urge th a t the proposed m ort­ 
gage to be given the company was 
diaphanous and a mere pretense. 
The 
senator spoke of the canal com panj' 
stock as w atered and th a t this whole 
project w as a com bination of “ fraud 
and w ater.” At the close of Mr. Tut 
pie’s rem arks the senate w ent into ex­ 
ecutive session, and then a t 4 o’clock 
adjourned.

24. — Senator 
Sm ith’s currency bill provides th a t the 
President shall appoint four commis­ 
sioners from civil life, no more than 
tw o of whom shall be m embers of the 
same political party. 
The president of 
the senate shall appoint four senators, 
no more th an tw o of whom shall be 
m embers of one party. 
The speaker of 
the house is to designate four members 
under the same conditions. 
The sena­ 
tors and representatives chosen are to 
be members" of the Fifty-fourth con­ 
gress. 
These are to be know n as the 
“ m onetary commission.” 
It is made 
the duty of the commiss\pn to take 
into consideration and to investigate 
thoroughly all the various questions 
relatin g to the currency so far as may 
be necessary to th e 
establishm ent 
of a judicious system of currency on 
a 
perm anent basis. 
The bill also 
authorizes the issue of $500,000,000 
of 3 per cent bonds, redeem able in gold 
coin at the expiration of ten years and 
bearing 3 per cent interest. The bonds 
are to m ature th irty years from date 
and may be redeem ed in tw enty years. 
The proceeds of the bonds are to be 
used to defray current expenses of the 
governm ent and for the redem ption of 
United States legal tender and treasury 
notes issued under the act of July 14, 
1890 The bonds are to be of the denom ­ 
inations of $20 and $50 and m ultiples 
and w ill be free from taxes. 
They 
m ust be paid for in gold, or the secre 
tary may accept U nited States notes 
or treasury notes under th e act of 
1890. 
N ational banks may issue circulat­ 
ing notes to the am ount of bonds de­ 
posited w ith the secretary of the treas­ 
ury, and the tax on such circulation is 
reduced to one fourth of I per cent. 
Section 3 provides th a t no national 
bank shall retire its circulation w ith­ 
out w ritten auth o rity from th e secre­ 
tary of the treasury. 
Section 4 says th a t national banks 
desiring to retire the whole or any 
p art of their circulating notes are re­ 
quired to deposit gold coin equal to 
the am ount of the notes to be retired, 
and at all tim es to keep on deposit 
w ith the treasurer of the United States 
in gold coin a sum equal to 5 per cent 
of their outstanding circulating notes, 
to be used for the redem ption of such 
notes.

Haven Just Before Noon and the 
Company Have Given Up All Hopes

C h i c a g o , Jan. 2 4—There is no doubt 
whatever that the Graham & Morton 
steamers Chicora is lost. 
A dispatch 
received here says that more wreckage 
was found at South Haven this morn­ 
ing and that there can be no question 
but what the boat and crew are lost. 
This is thought to be 
conclusive 
evidence and the owners of the boat and 
friends of those on board have given 
up and despair and gloom have set­ 
tled over the place. With each stray d h 
of news the belief th a t th e Chicora has 
foundered becomes more convincing 
At 9 o'clock last night came a report 
th a t portions of the upper works of the 
Chicora had been found off South 
Haven. 
This was corroborated by 
later telegram s from the same point 
and J. 
H. Graham, 
the 
] rincipal 
owner, w ho until then had not doubted 
the safety of the Chicora, gave it up 
for lost. 
There is no boat a t this point th a t 
can break through the ice pack now 
and the projected cruise of the Petos 
key in search of the m issing boat is 
deferred. 
It is thought the Petoskey 
can get out of the harbor to-day. 
The 
vessel owners and relatives of the miss­ 
ing ones are frenzied by the delay of 
the 
rescuing parties, 
w hich were 
planned tw o days ago, b ut which have 
not moved yet. 
The terrible tru th is forcing itself on 
all th a t the pieces of bulw arks and 
windows found on the east shore only 
tw enty-five miles north of here and al­ 
most directly opposite South Haven

when a member of the life saving 
crew' of South Haven came here and 
reported th a t a vessel had been sighted 
five miles off th a t point.

Capt. Graham discredited the report. 
At 5 o’clock a telegram wras received 
from (’apt. Ed E. N apier of South 
Haven saying a piece of the upper 
works of the Chicora had been found 
there on the ice. 
Capt, Napier, who form erly lived in 
Chicago, is regarded as a perfectly 
trustw orthy mao and one of the most 
skilled seamen on the lake. 
A tele­ 
gram from him said: 
“ We have just 
found some of Chicora's upper works 
in the ice off th is place. 
There is no 
doubt she has foundered. 
I am ju st 
going five miles no rth of here to see 
w hat there is there th a t Mr. Plum m er 
reported in the m orning.”

Resoluton Passed By the Legislature 
This 
Morning—Workhouses 
For 
Tramps—Historical Library Build­ 
ing Asked For—Journal the State 
Paper. 


M a d iso n, Jan. 24.— The accounts of 
Labor Commissioner Dobbs will be 
examined by an expert, a resolution 
embodying that idea having passed 
this morning. 
Both houses held short 
sessions this morning. 
The bill mak­ 
ing the State Journal the official state 
paper now only needs the signature 
of the governor to make it operative. 
New bills were introduced providing 
for joint work houses to be built by 
adjoining counties for the confinement 
of vagrants and others charged with 
lesser offenses; appropriating $360,000 
for a University and Historical society 
library building; 
providing 
for a 
license fee to be paid by sleeping car 
companies and allowing the extension 
of the boundaries of the city of Mil­ 
waukee. 
A resolution to stop new 
bills after February 12 was passed. 
Senator McGill has a good roads bill 
ready to introduce. 
It provides for 
the construction of good roads by 
locil assessment and county and state 
aid. 
Senator Timme is preparing a° bill 
to prohibit insurance companies or 
associations doing an insurance busi­ 
ness by insuring the lives of persons 
under eighteen years of age. 
There is a disposition in the legisla­ 
ture to abolish all contingent funds of 
state officials except the contingent 
fund of the governor. 
Contingent 
fnnds are provided at present for Vne 
state veterinarian, labor statistician 
and game 7*arden, while other officials 
have a fixed amount for expense pur­ 
poses. 
^ D effort will be made at this ses­ 
sion to amend the laws governing 
state aid to county fairs so as to make 
t as originally enacted in 1889. That 
aw provided that the state should 
pay to every county fair association 
0 per cent, of the premiums it paid, 
f no gambling or liquor selling was 
permitted. 
A bill has been prepared making it 
a misdemeanor for a person to adver­ 
tise himself as a lawyer without first 
becoming entitled to practice accord 
ing to state regulations. 
The 
S tate 
N orm al R esents. 
Another batch of appointments by 
he governor, it is expected, will be 
sent to the senate tomorrow. 
The ap­ 
pointments will be for members of the 
state board of normal school regents. [* 
There are three positions on the board 
to be filled, and there will be more to 
fill by the first of February.

MY SHORT STORY. 


A t last my story was done. 
My 
friends bad always told me th at I had 
literary ability, and now that my m an­ 
uscript lay completed before me I felt 
th at they were right. 
I had w ritten it 
over and over again, polishing a crude 
paragraph here and strengthening a 
weak one there, putting in a touch of 
rhetorical ornam ent in one place and 
removing it w here it seemed overdrawn 
in another, u n til I thought (and my 
to° ) th at the style was iust per­ 
fect. 
\ 
T !^n my wife copied it off in her 
own hand, to make sure th at it should 
be perfectly legible, and we both went 
over it together, to see th at the dots and 
crosses, hyphens and quotation marks, 
capitals and punctuation were all in 
due order, for we were determ ined that 
the editor of T h e 
Magazine should 
not be tem pted to a rejection by any 
carelessness in tho preparation of the 
manuscript. 
A stamped envelope was 
inclosed for its return, if not available, 
and the story was consigned to tho 
mail. 
For the next two or three days I 
spent most of my spare tim e in trying 
to moderate my w ife’s hopes, by point­ 
ing out how many different questions 
had to be considered in deciding iiptm 
any given m anuscript, entirely apart 
from its literary merit. 
My confidence 
was beginning to wane, and I was anx­ 
ious th at her pride in my ability should 
not be crushed if my story should be re­ 
jected. 
Then I received a short notico 
stating th at the m anuscript had been 
received and would be examined and 
reported upon at an early date. 
By this tim e we had said all we could 
think of on the subject, and our conver­ 
sation turned upon other themes, but the 
eagerness w ith w hich the m ail was scru­ 
tinized whenever the postman came 
betrayed readily enough w hat was up­ 
permost in our minds. 
A t last, after a full month of w ait­ 
ing, the longed for envelope came. I sat 
down at my desk to open it, m aking a 
w retchedly inadequate pretense of per­ 
fect composnre, and my wife stood look­ 
ing over my shoulder. 
W ith trem bling 
hand I toro open the envelope and drew 
forth a small slip of paper: 
“ Your manuscript, entitled ‘A Moon­ 
light Romance, * has been accepted for 
publication. 
Rem ittance for the same 
w ill ho made in doe course.” 
There it stood in black and white, 
w ith the editor’s signature at the bot­ 
tom. 
My wife threw her arms around 
my neck w ith a shout of joy, and I up­ 
set tho inkstand in my effort to make a 
fitting demonstration of my feelings. 
I 
was at last an author, and posterity 
would read my name and fame iii the 
histories of English literature, along 
w ith the accounts of Dickens and Scott 
and Cooper and Holmes and Howells! 
My w ife had hardly had tim e to recover 
herself sufficiently to speak before I was 
deciding which one of the great m aga­ 
zines should be perm itted to publish my 
next story and w hat style of binding I 
should choose for my first collected 
volume. 
As soon as our excitement subsided a 
little we began to speculate as to the 
probable am ount of the promised rem it­ 
tance and the tim e when it would come. 
On the latter point we soon decided that 
paym ent would probably not be made 
until the story should be published, but 
on the form er we found more difficulty 
in coming to an agreement. I calculated 
th at the story would make 12 to 14 
pages, and I did not expect more than 
$20 per page, or somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $250 for tho whole. 
But my w ife was quite sure that it 
would be more. 
She had read that as 
much as $500 was often paid, and some­ 
times, when the w riter was very popu­ 
lar, even more than that. 
Of course I 
was not yet known as a story w riter, 
but the story wras so good, and the edi­ 
tor would be so anxious to secure my 
future work, that sho felt sure he would 
pay at least one-half more than I sug­ 
gested. 
A fter two or three days of happiness, 
luring which I made a rough draft of 
three more short stories, purchased a 
ream of w riting paper and m editated 
noro cr less concerning a serial, we 
regan to talk about w hat we should do 
vifch our money tor tho “ M oonlight 
Romance.” 
We decided at once th at I 
nust have the works of such of the 
standard English novelists as were not 
ilready o d my shelves. These, in good, 
dam editions, made for use instead of 
how, we thought could bo had for 
ibout $50. 
Then I felt sure that my 
vife would have many distinguished 
idlers as soon as my literary position 
hould become known, and her parlor 
vas rather shabby. 
So I told her she 
uust have it repapered and put down a 
iewT brussels carpet. 
That would take 
50 more. 
We had both staid close at 
ome all the previous year iii order to 
ave money for the last payment on our 
ouse, and so we concluded to take a 
dp on the lakes, which would cost 
bout $100. W e did not feel like doing 
ii8, however, w ithout some additions 
> our 
respective wardrobes, which 
ould take probably $75 more. As these 
ems w ent a little above my estimate, 
e concluded not to settle definitely 
pon anything else for the present, but 
threw out a h in t about a new piano, 
her opinion as to the worth of my 
ory should prove correct 
The April and May numbers of the 


magazine appeared, but my story was 
not yet published and was not among 
the advanced announcements for June. 
By this tim e I was well along toward 
the completion of the plot for my serial, 
hut I felt the need of a wider reading 
in English fiction than I had yet done. 
“ W hat is the use of w aiting?” said my 
wife. “ The paym ent on the house isn’t 
due until September. 
You can take 
some of th at money for the books aud 
replace it w ith the money for the story. ” 
“ Sure enough, ” I answered. 
“ la m 
glad yon thought of it, ” and before sun­ 
down the W’agon came from the book­ 
store w ith $50 w orth of English novels. 
I w ent to the parlor to ask her to 
come and see them, and there she was 
on her knees trying to darn a hole in 
the old carpet. 
Ju st think of it! The 
w ife of the author of “ A Moonlight 
Romance” engaged in such menial work 
as that, and ber husband’s study full of 
new books! I told her at once that it 
would never do. 
Tho parlor m ust be 
fixed up at once. By Saturday night the 
new paper was on the walls, and the 
new brussels was down, the money, of 
course, being secured by the transfer of 
$50 more from our house fund, to be 
replaced from the pay for my story. 
Some of our friends began to wonder 
how we could afford so much expense 
just thou, but we kept the secret to our­ 
selves aud told them they would see it 
in due time. 
W hen the June number of the maga* 
zine came, we found the following item 
among the announcements for July: 
“ A short story, entitled ‘A Moonlight 
Romance, ’ by a new w riter of great, 
promise.” 
I had felt just a little uneasy about 
using tho money saved up, to pay the 
remainder on our house, when we had 
no certain means of knowing how soon 
the money for tho story was to come, 
but it was all right now, w ith two 
months to spare. 
“ Why not take our trip now ,” said 
my wife, “ w hile the w eather is at its 
best?” W hy not, to be sure? It was just 
the thing and would enable me to get 
some local color for a story which I had 
in m ind dealing w ith pioneer life on 
the shores of Lake Michigan. 
So we 
drew $175 more from the savings barff, 
leaving just about $30 on deposit, got 
the tailor and dressmaker to do tho nec­ 
essary work for us in a great hurry, 
closed up our house and started. 
It was a magnificent trip. 
The fresh 
lake breeze, the green islands th at we 
passed, the hazy blue line of the wooded 
shore in the distance, tho foam spar­ 
kling in the sunlight, all contributed 
to make it the happiest experience since 
the days of our honeymoon. 
Two days after our return the July 
num ber of the magazine and a letter 
bearing its im print arrived in the same 
mail. We were so eager to see the story 
in print that we left the letter unopened 
until we had cut the leaves of the m aga­ 
zine and feasted our eyes upon every 
page. 
Then I tore open tho letter and 
drew out a check:

the sum of seven­ 
teen dollars and fifty cents (117.50).

I have given up literature for the 
present and have secured $300 from the 
B uilding and Loan association to make 
the final paym ent due on my house. My 
wife positively refuses to read any ol 
the new books which I bought and has 
asked me not to say anything more 
about the trip on the lakes, but for some 
reason or other she doesn’t seem to re­ 
gret in the least the part of the money 
which went for the traveling dress, the 
w all papering and the brussels carpet.

Early Infantry Equipment. 
Among tho arms now obsolete which 
formed a large part of tho infantry 
equipm ent in tho days when the army 
was started was the pike, which was in 
the form of a spear, w ith a flat aud 
pointed head, mounted on a staff from 
13 to 18 feet long. The firearm in gen­ 
eral use at the tim e was tile matchlock. 
WThat would a sergeant m ajor of the 
present d a y , w ith his men armed with 
the magazine rifle, think of such a 
weapon as this: “ Attached to the lock 
of this musket was a pan; also a cock, 
the ham mer of which was somewhat in 
the form of a b ird ’s, serpent’s or dog’s 
head. This head was split, and a screw 
compressed or eased the slits. The piece 
being loaded first w ith powder and then 
w ith ball, some powder was poured into 
the pan. The pan was then shut to keep 
this ‘prim ing’ from dropping out and 
to keep it dry. W hen the soldier wished 
to fire, he fastened his burning match 
into the slit of the cock, opened the pan, 
looked to his prim ing, presented and 
pulled the trigger. 
The match, falling 
into the pow der in the pan, fired it. 
“ Between the pan aud breech of the 
barrel communication was established 
by means of a small hole. 
W hen the 
piece w7as being loaded, the grains 
powder were naturally rammed and 
shaken down close to this hole, and 
when prim ing the soldier took care to 
perfect the communication of the pow ­ 
der in the pau w ith that iii the barrel. 
Thus the explosion in the pan caused 
the ignition of the charge.” —All the 
Year Round.
